He had some strong and Justified criticism as to my handling of this case, 
but I resented his remarks since this seemed to me a phony case, a mixture of 
truth and lmaglnati<xi, either to test my qualifications for this kind of Job or 
Just to make fun out of my futile efforts to be a successful agent in this 
cloak-and-dagger business* 


C 3 didn't make a favorable impression on me. It is now hard to 
tell what was it I didn't like in him. It seems to me that he irritated me 
Just by his pose and behavior--sort of a Big Brother in a supersecret intelli- 
gence outfit, or the Super Spy, taken out from a movie picture. I had to agree 
with bis criticisms— though John had put me in such a position that it was 
almost is^ssible to proceed differently- -and I had to admit that my approach 
to the afore -mentioned seaman had Indeed been "shooting from the hip". 

Next time I saw in the same apartment and accompanied by John

This letter shoved me that sy wife is strongly 
resenting ny way of life then, had taken offense In a Jokingly written sentence 
In ny letters to her — and that our marriage ml^t be on the rocks again. In 
such a situation the only sensible way out seemed to be ny return to the 
States. In ny excitement I made some rather incoherent and stunid statements 
as to ny motivation since I had the strange feeling that C Z] was 
Instrumental in achieving ny breakdown.

In Frankfurt/Main when I vent to the post office thereto send a telegram home. 
He was accoo^ianied by two men; I didn't show that I saw him since I was not 
supposed to enter this building. 
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
